Dr. James Samuel Stone, rector emer- 
itus of St. James Episcopal church 
and one of the oldest Episcopal clergy- 
men in the middle west, died suddenly 
yesterday while conducting the funeral 
of a lifelong friend in Evanston.

Wide diversity of opinion was evi- 
dent in the answers to the buik of 
the questions, Sixty-one per cent be- 
lieved that “the idea of evolution: i;

Six per cent answered that they were 
uncertain. The remainder believed 
that the two ideas were inconsistent. 

Based on the entire list of ques- 
tions the Lutherans are strictly the 
most conservative, and the Congrega- 
tionalists the least conservative of the 
twenty denominations represented,” 
the report states.

State Senator Woods Acts 


Legislation to pre vont the indiserim- 
inate sale of machine guns was spon- 


sored yesterday by State Senator ‘Roy 
C. Woods who prepared a bill to be 
presented at the next assembly. His 
proposal would allow police to regu- 
late the sale of weapons. This action 
followed the discovery by police and 
federal authorities that Von Lengerke 
& Antoine, sporting goods store at 
35 South Wabash avenue, had. aold 
a number of the guns. 

“It is amazing to realize that these 
deadly weapons, which can spray 100 
bullets in a few seconds, may be sold 
with as much freedom as water pis- 
tols,” said Senator Woods. The IIIi- 
nois revised statutes require all gun 


* “But a machine gun, under the 
present law, may be sold to any one 
Who wishes to buy. Immediate cor- 
rection of this deficiency in the law

9 Antoine, president of the 
Sporting goods company, issued an 
order restraining the sale of any 
more machine guns to individuals.

“We have. never — a machine 
gun,” he said, “without first care- 
fully inquiring into the use for which 
it is to be put. We were fooled in 
the case of Vincent A. Daniels, 5054 
‘Wentworth avenue, who is now 
charged with having sold mney guns, 
to gangsters. — 

“ Posed as Inventor. 

“ Daniels told us he was an inventor 
of another type of machine gun and 
that he wanted to study the mechan- 


ism of those on the market. He 


produced letters . ing to be 
from the police chieX of Los Angeles 
and credentials showing his appoint- 
ment as a prohibition agent. We sold 
him nine guns in all. There will not 
be a recurrence of that mistake.”

Decle- 
siastical differences resulted in an al- 
most unanimous vote at the 1844 con- 
ference to bisect the church, those in

ing the names and endorsement of all 
the bishops of beth churches. In Ja- 
pan an organic union of both churches 
and the Canadian Methodist Church 
took place, forming the Methodist 
Church of Japan. 

At the general conference of 1915 at 
Saratoga Springs, N. Y., the reunion 
of the two churches seemed almost a 
certainty.
